People have seen and: heard of 
so many inventions to aid the 
deaf to hear, the majority of 
which have proved to be unsatis- 
‘factory, that there isa tendencr

with scant consideration. But we 
have had an opportunity of seeing 
and testing anew instrument that 
is so scientific in its principle 
and yet so easy of understanding 
that it very readily convinces. 
By name this new invention is 
known asthe “Acousticon™ and 
it is imanufactured by ~ the 
Diectograph Prodpets Corporation. 
We have all heard of the dicto- 
graphone and dictograph and thé 
new instrument is the samy in 
* principle as the latter. It con- 
’ sists of three pieces. The first is 
a highly “sensitive transmitter 
which picks up al! sounds; the 
second is a neat compact pocket 
batters, the current from which 
iatensifies the sounds and 
sends them through to the 
third piece, an ordinary tele- 
phonic receiver. From such a 
description it might seem as 
though tha equipment is rather 
bulky or awkward, but in reality 
itis nots». A man can put the 
transmitter in one small pocket, 
the small battery in another and 
then the. only thing that 
is visible is .the ‘small 
ear-piece which is far less 
unsightly than the commen ear 
trumpets, The whole ins:rument 
looks extremely next and even if 
it were all visible it could never 
be called unsightly. :

But for the deaf 
who will hear only the predomin- 
ant voice «cf those speaking 
within range, the invention should 
prove awonderfulboon. Because

carries its own recommendation, 
No matter how much were 
written it could never he so im- 
pressive as a test, and Messrs. 
Lazarus will be pleased to give 
anyone interested a thorough trial 
‘including a three days’ ‘trial to 
any reaponsible person: We can 
only add that any deaf people in 
Hongkong should make a test for

CRIMINAL SESSIONS. 


TO-DAY'S CASES. 


The Chief Justice, Mr. Justice 
Gompertz, presided this morning 
over the Criminal Sessions of this 


ROBBERY. 


Ho Yon, Leung So, Li Ping 
and Hon ( heung were indicted on 
twdcharges, namely, for receiving 
stolen property, and robbery. 

The following jury. were em- 
panelled :—Messrs.. W. Golden- 
burg, A. M. Slark, P. ©. Rosario, 
R. M.de Cunha, G. A. Gibson, 
Won Kong Huck, H. W. Ramsay. 
. The first prisoner pleaded guilty 
to both counts, while the other 
prisoners pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. G.H. Wakeman, the Crown 
Solicitor, prosecuted. 

Mr. Wakeman, in, outlining 
the facts of the case, said :>— 
The ‘three prisoners * are 
charged with robbery at 178, 
Canton Road, Yaumati, on 15th 
February. The master of the 
shop—San Chin gold merchants 
shop—Li Po, will tell you that st 


To’clock on that day he wasin 


“lhis shop with his fokis. Suddenly 


five men came in and 
they were threatened with 
revolvers and knives and a 
quantity of property consisting of 
gold beads, ten baugles and clo- 
thing was taken away The 
master and tokis were tied up 
and released themselves after 
the prisoners left, and 
tepotied the matter to the 
Police Station. After they 
were ested, the prisoners 
3, 3 and’4 wers identified at an 
identification parade held at the 
Police Station. Li Po will tell 
you that the fourth prisoner was 
the first man to come in and be 
had a revolver. He threatened 
Li Po with, a revolver. Number 
2 prisoner bed a dagger and also 
a revolver. He was the man 
who actually ‘tied the master 
up. The foki will corroborate 
the statement of the master, 
and tell you that they were 
tied and gagged. A European 
seargeant will tell you that on 
the 16th, a day after the occur- 
rence, the second: and third 
prisoners, were found in a room 
in sa house in Yaumati 
and underneath their bed was 


A Chinese woman instituted 
Police Court proceedings agajast 
her husband forthe obtaining of 
money for her support. She was 
awarded $8 per month from 
her husband, but considered this 
not enough. he magistrate 
(Mr. N. L. Smith) could not oblige 
her with a better sum than this 
and she was told to rest content 
with what she could get.

For lopping off the branches of 
trees, a Chinese had to take his 
place in the Police Court dock to- 
day, His seedy.cundition drew a 
remark from the Magistrate, wha 
was, however, informed by Sergt.

EUROPE NOT PAYING ITS WAY. 
“The real fact is that Europe 
isnot paring its way either in- 
ternally’ or externally. The 
various Governments are spend- 


raising by taxation, and in most 
European countries are, therefore, 
meeting the deficit by printing 
Paper money. 

* Currencies are just. like every- 
thing else. Their value'is deter- 
mined in the main by supply and 
demand. The. more paper notes 
printed by any country the greater 
the supply and the less the value 
of that currency in terms of those 
of other countries. Further-more, 
if this same country is also im- 
porting far more than. it ‘is 
exporting, the demand for foreign 
currencies to pay for imports is 
great, and that demand sends up 
their value in” comparison with 
the home currency. 

“Take the'French franc. The 
more, franc notes the French 
Government prints the less is the 
value of these notes compared, 
for example, with the American 
dollar. -And. the greater ,the 
demand in France for American 
dollars to pay far American 
imports into France the Sreater 


‘]is the value of the dollar in com- 


parison with the franc, and the 
gteater the number of francs 
which a Frenchman has to give 
to buys a dollar. These are the 
two reasons why a dollar which 
in normal times’ is worth about 
five francs is now worth about 
thirteen frances.

NO ‘HEROIC REMEDY POSSIBLE. 

“No heroic remedy is possible.

“T notice that Sir Leo Chiozza 
Money apparently suggested in 
last week's Observer tbat the 
exchanges should again he 

‘pegged,’ ie., artificially support- 
ed at a high rate by the Govern- 
ments. Even ifit were possible, 
that would be a fatal remedy, 
becausa it would relieve the 
pressure on the individual and 
encourage extravagance. . Be- 
sides it is: quite impossible. 
They cannot be ‘pegged’ with- 
out Europe borrowing a huge 
sum from the United States. . It 
would be suicidal of her to do so; 
and, in anr case, the United 
States would not lend the money. 

EUROPE LIKE'A DRUNKARD. 

“Europe fs rather like .a 
drunkkard. She has got used toob- 
taining her imports oncredit. If 
you cut off drink all at once the 
the effect may be fatal. On the 

other hand, to let her continue 
drinking would in the end be 
equally fatal. i 

“In ordinary circumstances an 

adverse exchange situation rights 
iteelf. Many countries have had 
a heavily depreciated curreacy 
which has hrought its own remedy 
in the way of stimulating exports’ 
and prohibiting import?. But the 
troubles we are suffering from are 
onsuch agigantic pnd extreme 
scale and the whole situation is 
so abnormal; that the exchanges 
are not exérciging their usual ir- 
fluerices:s9 effectively, 

“ Exports are not encouraged 
to the extent they would be ander 
normal circunstances by a de- 
preciated exchange because the 
countries wishing: t¢ make them 


mous adverse trade balance of 
France and Ttaly and considers 
the difficulty of obtaining credit, 
itis by no means easy rto foresee 
how the difficulty will be met. 
Moreover,, the present violent 
fluctiatiods in exchange them- 
selves make trade much more 
difficult. ; 

DANGER OF A COLLAPSE. 
“All these influences together 
might, in my opinion, bring about 
such a collapse of the European 
exchanges as to bring imports 
from <America -almost to a 
standstill. It, is difficult to 
estimate what social and political 
troubles might then afflict 
European countries. 

“T am as opposed as anyone 
can be to Government cuntrol of 
industry and trade, which I regard 
as almost wholly pernicious, and, 
unfortunately, Government credit 
means some amount of Govern- 
ment control. But, for the reasons 
stated, it seems to meif we sre 
to avoid still greater evils and 
notwithstanding the cogent views 
of the United States Treasury 
that Europe should be given a 
little time to establish her equil- 
ibriam, and. since normal banking 
credit will not be sufficient, that 
the Governments of the exporting 
countries should provide some 
means of exporting certain 
essential goods on credit 
to a certain extent and for the 
time being. “The machinery 
would have to take the form, no 
doubt, of Governmentloans raised 
from the public in eath'of the 
exporting ceuntries. This help 
would be given on the principle 
of curing the drunkard. little by 
little or to use another simile, 
giving continental Europe a leg 
up over the firet stile: More 
than this Governments cannot 
and should not do. a 

“But such credit should be 
absolutely refused toany country 
which does not impose all the 
necersary texation, practise rigid 
economy and'stop"printing paper 
money ‘and ‘balance its Bédget. 
What is absolutely fatal now isa 
constant issue of paper money, 
which not only depreciates the 
currencies and exchanges. but 
entirely dstroys the confidence 
necessary for indys‘rial welfare, 
and at. the same time places co 


much purchasing power in the] 


hands of the population that im- 
ports are encouraged, notwith- 
standing that tne country as a 
whole cannot affard them. ~ ~ 

“Thus all countries’ get deeper 
and deeper in the mire, alihough 
a certain fictitious prosperity is 
apparent and profiteering in all 
classes is rampant, and indeed 
inevitable.

SEVEN MEN

mysterious Dame Blonde, who is 
said to have been the Lead of the 
German spy services of Antwerp, 
was begun recently before the 
Court-Martial.of Grenoble, 

All the accused are French 
soldiers, some of them deserters. 

Seven appeared in the dock; 
and six others, who have not been 
arrested, will be judged by default. 

‘They are all charged with com- 
niunicating with the enemy and 
betraying their country and their 
comrades while in captivity in 
the prisoners’ camps of Giessen 
and Darmstadt. 


SPY WORK IN’ CAMPS. 


Investigation by the French} 


military authorities showed that 
the Germans had instituted in 
both camps an extraordinari- 
ly well-organised intelligence 
service, in which they succeeded 
in enrolling many prisoners. 

Those French soldiers who 
consented to work forthe German 
authorities were given the 
position of interpreters to the 
camp, 

Their services consisted first in 
spying amongst their comrades, 
finding out those of the prisoners 
who were carrying gold, those 
who were Alsatians, and, from 
the .newcomers,. any possible 
jnformation regarding the 
military situation and movements 
of troops in various parts.of the 
front. . 0 

They were also to “incite 
prisoners to write letters to their 
families wishing an early peace. 

Several of the accused col- 
laborated with German newspap- 
ers published in French in the 
invaded districts. 

“PAIR LADY” OF ANTWERP. 

One of the men in the dock 
named Martin published in the 
“Gazette de Lorraine” an 
article in which he stated that 
German prisoners in French 
camps were-very badly treated,

Atthe present time, when strong cforts are being made to 
maintain British commercial prestige in. the Far East, Hongkong 
ig vitally interested in the state of the engineering industry in the 
Old Country, for it is on Britatn’s ability to “ deliver the goods” that 
the success of the trade campaizn must depend. Itis worth while, 
therefore, ta take a glance at conditions at Home. At the beginning 
of last year, the engineering industries of the British Empire had 
already started to convert themselves rapidly from a war to a peace 
footing. Throughout the British scientific werld there was a quick 
appreciation for'the meed of speeding up wseful production; we are 
wont to deptecate British “slowness” but: the past year has, indeed, 
been a revelation. The effects of putting our hands early te the 
plough ‘are being felt’ already; production is increasing, the export 
of manufactured goods has begun to:rise and, true to our British 

_ habits, we have early recognised.the insistent claims both of skilled 
_ and unskilled labour, and it is‘now happily true that Great Britain 
is much farther advanced towards the peaceful solution of labour 
troubles than ever had been hoped. The fact that the Ministry of 
Labour has now taken over and improved the machinery for dealing 
with labour disputes augurs well for the smooth ranning of our 
engineering industries in peace. It must, of course, be recognised 
that the period of preparation is necessarily long, but we "are rapidly 
losing our old national inability to adapt ourselyes. The recent

CHEAP TRANSPORTATION 
~~ PROMISED, 


Itis not often in Chins that 
eight hundred or a thousand 
people from all over the ‘country 
concentrate in one spot for only a 
few days, to hold a few meetings 
and then ‘scatter again to their 
respective homes. This happens 
so infrequently that the transport- 
ation problem involved in a big 
convention such as the Tientsin 
Y.M.C.A. affair promises to be is 
not easy of solution. 

The largest convention of 
doctors ever held in China was 
recently held in Peking. Many 
weeks before the opening date, 
February 21, careful plans were 
made by a transportation com- 
mittee and the railraad officials. 
It was difficult for the committee 
of doctors to say to the 
railroad officials just how many 
doctors let us say frcm Shanghai 
and vicinity would be able to get 
away from their work and 
actually board the trains for 
Peking. Whatever the reason, 
it happened that -eighteen 
doctors found themselves in 
Pukow without accommodations’ 
to get on any — further. 
There was also same difficulty in 
the matter of getting the ticket 
sellers all along the line tounder- 
stand the significance of the six 
sheets of credentials with which 
each doctor was armed from 
Peking to. show that he was 


offered. However, two hundred 
and seventy-seven doctors got 
through and had a fine conven- 
tion. 

Close on the heels of this 
medical conventicn comes the 
Y¥.M.C.A. Convention to be held 
in Tientsin the first week of 
Apri The attendance at this 
Convention promises to be at 
least four times larger. If enough 
conventions are held in China,

Sir—I am instructed by my 
Committee to invite the earnest | 
attention of the Gavernment to 
the urgent necessity that con- 
tinues to exist for the éstablish- 
ment of o hospital in Kowloon. 

The frequency of cases in which 
patients tn extremis have had to 
‘andergo the painfal discomforts 
which transportation across the 
Harbour involves has caused my 
Committee to view with grave 
concern the absence.of a hospital, 
for Europeans on the peninsula. 

T ‘am further. instructed to 
respectfully suggest to the Gov- 
emment that, pending the erec- 
tion of a permanent hospital, a 
structure to serve as a temporary 
hospital, to “contain at least 
12 beds, should be im- 
mediately erected, . or, in 
the alternative, that suitable 
premises be requisitioned for and 
appointed as a temporary hospital 
for the reception of cases demand- 
ing immediate medical attention 
and experienced nursing.
